Factory Life in Lancashire. 


Considerable interest has lately bec_ 


roused concerning the alleged physioa 
deterioration of j-onng persons employ 
ed in factory labor in Lancashire. T 
guard against such 
possible conse 


quences, certain acts of Parliamen 
were passed, enforcing rnlea as to hour 
of labor, tits age at which children coul 
be employed, and so on: and there \va 
a belief that regulations of this natur 
bad stemmed n serious grow-in" evi 
Some examinations lately rmde l)y th 
Royal Commissioners appointed to in 
quire into the operation of the Factory 
and Workshop acts, serve to show tha 
in Lancashire the supposedly excellent 
regulations fall greatly snort of their in- 
tentions. The truth seems to be, that 
in this, as iu a few othFi- matters, acts of 
Parliament are hopelessly inadequate to 
reach an acknowledged evil, which is not 
only physical bnt moral. The law can 
punish offenses, but it does not effectu- 
ally check greed or «ny of tho baser pas- 
sions. In short, it does not prevent ex- 
penditure on those wretched indulgences 
which tend to deteriorate the physical 
and moral quslities of the population. 
It may indeed, be said, that a reliance 
on acts of Parliament for the removal of 
moral evils has, by relaxing individual 
effort, firat and last done incalculable
